help I can in the mapping oui 
and working out of this year's 
farming problems. 

The first matter under con- 
sideration is that of fertilizers, 
and we are already unloading 
some cars of soda in the coun- 
ty, Dr. Braswell having charge 
of Elba shipments. Through 
co-operative cash buying of 
the several fertilizing materials 
and practicing home mixing 
the farmers can reduce ma- 
terially the expenses of cron 
production, and we believe any 
thing that will curtail expenses 
on the farm will in the end add 
to the income of that farm. We 
expect to hold community 
metings over the county and at 
these meetings take up in de- 
tail the kinds of fertilizer ma- 
terials that. the best farmers 
over the state have found to be 
the most profitable for the 
several crops and soils. We in- 
vite a full attendance on all 
these meetings, dates and 
places to be announced later. 

The organized farmers of 
Alabama today are insisting on 
a diversified program of farm 
work for this coming year.
